The White House Conference 
on Youth, scheduled for April 
18-22, is a meeting of 1000 
youth (young people between 
the ages of 14 and 24) and 500 
adults in "positions of influ- 
ence." The expressed purpose 
of the decenial convention is 
to brina about communication 
between those in "positions of 
power" and the young of this 
country; to bring about pro- 
grams and changes that will ul- 
timately benefit and reconcile 
the positions of young and old 
alike. 


To the revolutionary people 
of this country such a confer- 
ence poses the potential threat 
of allowing the White House an- 
other way of avoiding the cen- 
tral issues of our national 
values and priorities which 
make life meaningless to so 
many and utter hell for so many 
more, (Vietnamese, non-white 
people, and our oppressed young 
whites.) By having white, esta- 
blishment sociologists write 
emperical statements and do mass- 
ive surveys the conference will 
fall into the trap of having 
adults talk about youth. rather 
than with them. 


However, the ten task forces

ithe conference itself will have. 
As a revolutionary and a member 
of the task force entitled Val- 
ues, Ethics, and Culture I wrote 
the following paper as a radical 
analysis of how the dominent cul- 
ture got in its present shape in 
response to the kind of papers 
currently being written by a- 
dult sociologists.

An analysis of contempor- 
ary American society, as any 
expressed perception, must ul- 
timately be a subjective analysis. 
It is the perception of the writ- 
er of this paper that today's ra- 
dical American youth view the his- 
tory and cultural developement of 
this country in a substantially 
different way. from the classical 
history text approach and hence 
relate to the present situation 
from a different perspective. It 
is therefore important that some 
attempt be made by a young radi- 


cal to express that perspective 
for this conference. 


It is diffucult to state 
exactly when man first began 
to percieve himself as an en- 
tity separate from his social 
and physical environment. It 
is probable that the percep- 
tion arose simultaniously with 
the symbolic structuring of though 
into language. The most apparent 
divisions into separate entities 
are the organism/environment, 
mind/body, material/spiritual, 
(or Creator/created.) "Then God 
said, "Let us make man in our 
own image,...; and let them 
have dominion... over all the 
earth, and over every creaping 


thing that creaps upon the earth.'" 


(Genesis, 1:26) For some reason, 
posibly the emphasis on dominion, 


the duality of Western man's percep- 


tion has caused him to feel that 
perceived entities were somehow 

opposing and competing, (man vs. 
nature, etc.) 


From the perception of life 
experience in terms of competing 
dualities arose the need for eval- 
uation and hence the establishment 
of moral codes. This evaluation 


necessitated the separation of Self. 


"I evaluate myself, my experience 
or sensations." From this point 


extending itself into the entire 
realm of abstractions; sin/virtue, 
and pain (unpleasantness)/ ela- 
tior (pleasure.) The association 
of the sinful and painfu? with 
eternal damnation in the Chris- 
tian ethic caused Western man 

to avoid and escape as much neg- 
ative sensation as possible. 
(This is a strong contradiction 
of the classical Eastern concept 
vr "karma" and the need to con- 
front that which is perceived 

as negative to learn from the 
experience.) On the other hand 
the fear of negative outward 
sensation caused Western man to - 
look for increasingly super- 
flous and material means of Self 
satisfaction. The path to the 
"good life" has been fractured 
by all of this so that the Amer- 
ican Everyman must travel two 
directions at once: escape from 
that which is sinful and search 
for the virtuous. 


At this point in the analysis 
it is commanly and logically asked 
whether the "path" cannot, in 
practice, be the same; ie. can- 
not the escape from the sinful 
lead to the attainment of vir- 
tue? The historical developement 
of current American culture may 
Prove to be the best key to tne 
understanding of the success of 
such an approach. 


A culture and its coinciding 
social structure are built on a 
basic set of values. Most any 
current high school history text 
will inform the reader that the 
United States was founded on the 
valued priorities of "Life, 
Liberty, and the Pursuit of 


our freak \S washing ton 


Happiness" and will go on to supply 

—— the persuant history of the country 
as seen trom tnat perspective. To 
this radical however, and apparently 
to many others like him who start 
with their perceptions of the present 
situation and try to relate the 
past, the scene becomes very differn 
"Ponderosa"-like empires led to the 
creation of territories, governments, 
and states. 


Because of our belief that an 
improved standard of living is the 
result of having more and better of 


can be seen . whatever it is- 


we could not stop at the creation of 
the continental United States. Do- 
mestic imperialism feeds the populous 
a long line of advertised, prefab- 
ricated needs making an empire out 

of consumer demand. Foreign 
imperialism bleeds the world of over 
half of its badly needed resources 

and maldistributes it to less than 

ten per cent of the population. The 
pain of the rest of the world is 
Squelched in the flood of self- 
inflating propaganda about the glories 
and rightiousness of the richest 

and most pwerful nation in the world. 
Institutional and personal racism and 
sexism still run rampant in the 
mainstream of the American Way of life. 
The hypocracy of a "melting pot" 
culture based on "rugged individualism" 
leaves a people starving for meaning 
and worthwhile human relations in life 
without the strength of identity to 
achieve some respite. 


To what, then, can the young of 
this country turn who see their 
history in this light? Industry 
looks to cybernated escape through 
push-button relinquishment of pain 
and drudgery. Schools offer a chance 
to fit in and find the accepted forms 
of security through credentiality. 
The church offers redemption from the 
whole. It is now clear to many young 
people that is needed is a wide-spread 
reassessment of man's relationship 
with his total environment; social 
and physical: a cultural revolution.

Obtaining weapons in Amerika is 
not extremely difficult. Only in a 
very few jurisdictions is there 
actual weapons registration, although 
all weapons purchasers in the U.S. 
must identify themselves and sign 
certain documents if they purchase 
from a federally licensed dealer. 
Long guns are always easier to 
obtain, as is ammunition for such 
pieces. 


As a marginal note, let me add 
that registration of firearms, when 
it comes--and it will  come--works 
to our advantage in that the very 
inception of such a proposal creates 
a momentary glut of weapons on the 
market very cheaply obtained. Like 
a run on a bank, or a rush to sell 
stock in a failing company, lack of 
confidenct then makes gun-dumping a 
prudent activity. 


If you decide to purchase a 
weapon at any time, do not bother 
with a pistol, except as a curiosity 
piece. A pistol has but one advan- 
tage: portability. And the more 
effective it becomes as a weapon, 
the larger and less portable it 
becomes. Furthermore, the combat 
accuracy of a pistol is about 
twenty feet for a well-trained 
user; surely, such pieces can be 
fired accurately at targets one 
jundred yards distant...if one can

Buried somewhere is an old labor 
history textbook are the words scab 
and blackball. If you read the rose- 
colored accounts of the beginnings of 
unionism and have lived a lilly-white 
life, there's a good chance you think 
they're just dressed a little differ- 
ently. 


In the Wausau teacher's hassle, 
which as of this writing is still 
much alive, the local scandal sheet 
ran the following ad: Any Teachers 
interested in teaching in Wausau 
District Public Schools are asked to 
call Mrs. Lois Tulane, Director of 
Instruction at City Hall, Wausau, 
Wis. 845-5279. Ext. 348 |... 
Without commenting on the teacher's 
demands, and without analysis of the 
School district's previous ultimatum 
to the teachers, it's still pretty 
obvious that teachers are being 
treated just like the laborer of 
the 1880's in at least one respect 
strikers are replaced--if the strike 
materializes--with "scab" labor. 


Another scintillating and in- 
vigorating practice we've got wind 
of here is the tendency for school 
boards to dig up reasons to get rid 
of teacher's with advanced degrees 
or a great deal of seniority. 
Reason: the pay scale makes them 
too expensive to keep around. A lot 
of these old timers may be ripe for 
replacement, behind the times, and 
better suited a Gestapo interrogation 
room than to a classroom. If 
they're to be replaced, that and 
that alone should be the reason. 


Still there's been a rumor for 
years in deucation departments 
around the country that teachers 
are in a "profession" and somehow 
different from and better than 
"laborers". That myth ranks with 
the old Stephen Douglass saying, 
"Nigras like slavery." 

The real sharp edge of these 
practices arise not with the facto 
of dismissal, but with its aftermath. 
School boards usualiy find a way to 


give the worst possible references to 
the released teacher and usually claim 


on-the-job misconduct of some kind. 
The reason: if they can supporttheir 


misconduct claim with anything at all, 


the teacher cannot draw unemployment. 
Among private employers, indeed, the 
same practice saves lots of poor cap- 
italists lots of money. 

Case in point: The S.S. Kresge 


people, who always try to deny released 


employees unemplovment benefits.

A released K-Mart employee, tak- 
ing a night course at WSU-EC (a part- 
time student) was denied his benefits 
on the basis that he was a student and 
not a member of the labor force. Nat- 
urally it was Kresge who mentioned 
the point. 


At the downtown Kresge store a 
female clerk was laid off for unspec- 
ified reasons. After filing her unem- 
ployment claim and getting a couple 
of checks she received notice that 
her claim was being contested by the 
firm. 


After six months of delays, 
waiting, a nervous breakdown, and 
near starvation, her hearing with the 
unemployment people and Kresge came. 
It seems there had been till shortages 
(twice) amounting to all of $]].00 at 
her till (which was also worked by an- 
other girl in another shift) and that 
there had been voided slips in her 
cash bag from time to time. They br- 
ought samples of voided slips, none 
signed by her, none from her working 
days at the store, and in brief,nothing 
that really came close to proving mis- 
conduct. 


Kresge, of course, had to pay the 
unemployment benefits, but not before 
the girl paid hundreds of dollars for 
medical expenses related to her nervous 
breakdown. Naturally, Kresge gave 
rotten references to the girl's future 
potential employers. This was a, girl 
who was straighter than straight and 
who was lucky enough to ultimately 
prove their charges a crock of shit. 


Others haven't been so lucky. A 
K-Mart salesman, dismissed for hassling 
a scarfaced security pimp named Impee, 
and forced to blow his entire last pay 
check paying off several items from 
the store he had on layaway. 


After receiving two unemployment 
checks he was notified that S.S Kresge 
was disputing his claim. They alleged 
that he "pilfered", under an obscure 
statute that doesn't really say you 
stole anything, just that you made damn 
sure you didn't pay very much for it. 


An inventory in the "Thief's" de- 
partment afterwards disclosed a $],620 
gain--reflective of the fact that this 
guy had been spending his spare time in 
the store repairing merchandise that 
had previously been kept only as spare 
parts not even inventoried. 

Again, Kresge was forced to drop 
their ridiculous charges and didn't 
even bother to send their evidence when 
trial day came.

I got it together with my fellow 
residents at Lorenz to ask them 
what they do, how they feel about 
being here, and lots more. 1 don't 
think I need say any more, you'll 
here it from the other people. What 
I think shouldn't be written down, 
it could be held against me. 


Q. What is Lorenz for? What are 
the people like that work there? 


A. Lorenz is a place for "ab- 
normal" kids with family hang- 
ups, drug use problems, run aways, 
juvinile delinquints, hyperactive 
kids, and those with other pro- 
blems. They are not able to fit 
or adjust into society so they 
are pulled out and put into an 
unreal and a bnormal setting- 
and that really sucks. 


A. The people who work at 
Lorenz pretend to care about 
us. Some do, but not the great 
majority of them. Once they get 
the feeling of the power that 
they have over us they go over- 
board with control. Twenty-four 
hour restrictions (denial of 
"priviledges"- our basic rights) 
for not making our beds, not go- 
ing to meals, etc. They are fake- 
they pass the buck so much, 


Q. What is the food like? What 
is the system like: What kind of 
controls do they use on people 
there? 


A. The food is institution 
food: starchy and fattening, 
it's not nutricious. It's al- 
ways cold: not done or burned. 
(Anyone for school lunch three 
times a day?) If it were not 
for our dollar-a-week allow- 
ance we would starve (sob.) 


A. The system is very in- 
consistent. They tell you that 
you are a good person: you are 
not bad. Then they turn around 
and lable your friends on the 
outside bad: they cannot come to 
see you because they are a bad 
influence, we are "better" than 
them. They really fuck your head 
up. They twist it around so much, 
they want you to conform to 
their standards. If you are 
not one of the people who 
choose to conform you are 
bad in their eyes. The sys- 
tem is so fucked up that I 
can't tell you what the sys- 
tem is. 


A. The main control they 
use on the kids here is drugs: 
downers, uppers, tranquilizers, 
etc. If you act up, start bitch- 
ing about the rules or other 
things, and down come the dopers. 
Another kind of control is "re- 
strictions:" (if you abuse your 
hour pass or otherwise infract 
the rules.) There is also the 
isolation room or ACU., the 
locked unit. Once in a while 
they use their heads and try 
to talk to you instead of 
using the other controls. 


Q. What do you think of the 
other residents? 


A. I love them all. I think 
that they are all beautiful pe- 
ople. They grow more within them- 
selves every day. The understand- 
ing we have .among each other is 
so deep and far-out. I don't 
think that any of them should 
be locked up here: we need each 
other but we also need every one 
else who is not in Lorenz because 
we love people and want to meet 
them. 


Q. Do you have anything you 
would like to tell us? 

A. There is a lot to say and 
a lot I would like to share with 
every one about Lorenz. We get an 
hour pass a day to be out in the 
real world and to "get to know 
people" That is enough time to 
say "hi" and "goodbye" to your 
friends. If yo- are even ten 
minutes late you get twenty- 
four hours of restriction. So 
many things just make me sick; 
I get so upset. 


If you would like to rap more 
about Lorenz or anything, just 
call 8346681 and ask for exten- 
tions 52 or 76. If we are out 
on an hour pass (which is rare) 
call back in an hour, (maybe 
two.)
